THE introduction of anesthesis, 
or a method of putting persona to 
sleep during an operation, marked 
one of the greatest advances in 
surgery. Since th at time many 
years ago. new and better ways of 
anesthetizing patients have been 
presented. 
One of the latest methods is to 
use a drug known as pentothal 
sodium which is given by con­ 
tinuous injection into a vein. Ac­ 
cording to Doctor Julius D. Holly 
of Florida, this method has been 
found satisfactory, particularly in 
children. The child is put to sleep 
smoothly, rapidly and quietly. Doc­ 
tor Holly has found She pentothal 
sodium a useful and safe an­ 
esthetic. 
Only simple equipment is needed, 
such as a syringe and measuring 
devices. There is no danger of fire 
or explosion, as occurs now and 
then when ether and similar an­ 
esthetics are carelessly employed. 
The pentothal sodium can be 
used even when opt rations are car­ 
ried out using an electric needle or 
electrocautery for destroying tis- j formed. 


the muscles so that operations can 
be satisfactorily performed. 
Pentothal sodium is especially 
useful in emergency cases, for ex­ 
ample, when an operation must be 
done after the patient has had a 
full meal. If, perchance, an over­ 
dose of the drug should be ad­ 
ministered as might happen on 
rare occasions, of course the use of 
th* drug should be stopped at once 
and the patient given artificial re­ 
spiration. Various drug* can also 
be 
employed 
to stim ulate

According to Doctor Holly, this 
method of putting patients to sleep
